In  this  age  of  biographies,  not  only  of  men  justly  celebrated  but 
also  of  the  mediocre  and  obscure,  one  recalls  the  lines  of  Cowper  in 

"  The  Task  ":_"  Some describe  the  man  of  whom  his  own  coevnln 

took  but  little  note,  and  paint  his  person,  character  and  views  as  tlirv 
had  known  him  from  his  mother's  womb."  If  such  men  are  entitled 
to  be  handed  down  with  glamour  and  distinction  to  posterity,  a  fortiori 
then  is  a  man  of  whom  his  own  coeval?  spoke  in  no  slighting  term-— 
whether  as  an  orator,  a  legislator,  a  writer,  a  judge,  or  a  citizen. 

Thomas  Chandler  Haliburton  was  bom  at  Windsor,  Nova  S(..tia. 
December  irth,  1796.  Descendants  of  an  old  Border  family.  I.i« 
immediate  ancestors  settled  in  that  province  after  the  removal  of  t!ip 
Acadians.  The  Hon.  W.  H.  O.  naliburton.  Chief  Justice  of  the  Com  t  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Nova  Scotia,  married  a  daughter  of  Major  Alex.nnder 
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(;i.int,  an  oflkxT  of  a  lliglilu.      remittent  that  wrvetl  under  Wolfe  at 
giuibec  iu  1759.      The  only  diild  of  tlie  Chief  .lustice  was  Urn  iubject 
of  iliia  sketch.      lli«  father  owned  j-ranU  of  land  at  DourIb*,  on  the  St 
Ci.iix  Hiver,  and  when  he  reinovetl  from  l)oiiffla«  the  house  wn«  floated 
dn*n  the  river,  iind  phucd  on  the  prrst-nt  fito  of  tlic  town  of  Windiwir.

Diffuse  criticisn.  is  necessarily  imperfect,  and  to  attempt  it  seriatim 
and  in  detail  would  1  e  beyond  the  scope  intended  in  these  pages.  A 
few  vulnerable  points  of  attack  only  have  Ik-cu  mentioned,  and  those 
rhirav  on  the  hi«tx>rical  side  of  Im  authorship,  for  it  is  by  las  human 
side'that  he  will  best  be  known  to  posterity.  ITis  historical  works  payed 
their  Dart  at  the  time  they  were  written,  and  subsequently,  but  those 
davs  hare  now  passed,  and  it  is  as  an  educator,  a  broad  patriot  and  a 
humorist  that  he  will  be  appreciated  in  all  days  to  come.

He  opposed  prniitiriR  responsible  government  to  the  colonies,  aril 
in  " 'I'hi'  AttnclH'"  Mr.  Ilopwell  i.x  made  to  utter  a  set  tirade  u?ain-f 
it.  He  considered  that  ii"  f  annda  was  to  remain  a  part  of  the  Rriti'^!i 
Kmpire  the  authority  of  the  Mother  (lountry  gliouid  be  greater.  Ili'« 
opinion  is  crystallized  in  "  The  Clockmakcr,"  where  he  dclines  a  "  true 
patriot"  as  a  liigh-minded  tnry,  "who  supports  existin'  iiistit«iion«  ,i- 
a  whole,  hut  i«i  wiliiti'  to  mend  or  repair  any  part  that  is  defective." 

Ai  a  humorist  he  is  best  and  most  widely  known.  Artemus  Wiu! 
Iina  called  hitii  the  Inthi^r  of  the  .\mcrican  Sfliool  of  liuniour;  and  ilic 
London  Spectator  described  him  as  •'  one  of  tlio  shnudc-t  of  hunmri-tv"' 
Principal  Grant,  late  President  of  (^\ieen's  I'niMTsity,  wniinjj  in  llie 
JVf.*tmin.^tfr  (Toronto),  said,  "  TTe  is  the  one  Uritish-American  wh<-t' 
reputation,  as  a  man  of  letters  who  had  "penM  up  a  new  field  of  humour, 
ia  nnqupftioned  in  flrit-nin  and  the  States." 

Of  his  humour,  the  lUuslratfd  London  yews  said:  "It  combines 
the  qualities  of  English  and  Scotch  humour — the  hearty,  mellow  spirit 
of  the  one,  and  the  shrewd,  caustic  qualities  of  the  other.  Tt  dcrivi-' 
little  help  from  the  fancy,  but  lias  it^;  ground-work  in  the  understaiidinj;. 
and  affects  us  by  ih  quiet  trutii  and  force,  ,.nd  the  piijuant  satire  with 
which  it  is  flavoured.  In  a  word — il  is  the  fuiiny  i^iilc  of  oMumon 
lensc." 

A  keen  student  of  human  nature,  his  observation  of  national  an  1 
personal  character  was  acute,  correct  and  humorous,  and  tlioroughly 
orig'nal  withal.  His  characters  are  usually  types,  and  he  employs  them 
to  fill  useful  purposes.  It  has  been  said  that  no  writi  r  li.".s  producl 
better  conceptions  of  the  female  charactrr  than  thore  found  in  his  wor'vs. 

In  style  he  is  somewhat  dilTuse,  and  occasionally  careless.  He 
appears  at  his  best  in  conversational  passages.  In  ordinary  narrati.c 
he  is  sometimes  dull,  and  frequently  prosy. 

Not  the  least  important  of  liis  .services  to  iijs  r,,tti\<>  province  wa« 
that  of  trying  to  induce  the  j.fople  to  take  life  more  seriously  in  tlm-i' 
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matters  which  made  for  expansion  and  j'rowt'i  in  tlieir  broadest  sense. 
Thic  if,  perliaps  tlie  n'a>()n  for  his  popularity  beinj,'  greater  outside  of 
his  own  province  than  within  it,  for  people  do  not  often  care  to  hoar  tiie 
unvarniphed  truth,  even  if   pleasantly  conveyed.     lie  told  his  fellow 
countrymen  they  needed  more  zeal  and  concentration  in  their  work,  to  pay 
less  attention  to  politics,  and  have  more  confidence  in  domestic  enterprise. 
He  said  that  they  had   "everything   t)ut  enterprise,   and  that,  I   do 
believe  in  my  soul,  tiiey  e.xpect  to  find  a  mine  of,  and  dig  out  of  the 
earth  as  they  do  coal."      Uis  intentions  can  be  best  summed  up  in  his 
rwn  word:',  in  the  preface  to  '•  \Vi<e  Sav.s  ":— '■  Tlio  original  design  in 
writing  the  sketches  known  as  '  Tiie  Sayings  and  Doings  of  the  Clock- 
maker  '  was  to  awaken  Nova  Scotians  to  the  vast  resources  and  capa- 
bilities of  their  native  lind.      To  stimulate  their  energy  and  enterprise, 
to  strengthen  the  bond  of  union  between  the  colonies  and  parent  state, 
and  by°occasional   reference  to  the   institutions  ai.  I  governments  of 
other  countries  to  induce  them  to  form  a  just  estimate,  and  place  a 
proper  value  on  their  own.      Tliat  I  have  succeeded  in  effecting  much 
good  for  those  for  whom  these  were  designed  I  have  had  the  most 
gratifying  proofs.    To  elTe-t  my  object  it  was  neei^      v  to  appeal  to  the 
mass  of  the  people." 
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.NUTK.S   OX    THK   BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

All  e:(aiiiinatioi)  of  tlie  various  sources  from  which  the  present 
bibliography  is  compiled,  revealed  very  uuinerous  discrepancies  iu  dates, 
paging,  etc.,  while  many  so  called  lists  of  works  were  so  obviously 
incorrect  tliat  the  ta^k  ol!  compiliitiou  seemed,  at  lirst,  to  bo  hopcleBS. 
Some  editions  mentioned  by  bibiioLrraj  hers  cannot  be  verified,  and  are 
disclaimed  by  the  alleged  publishers,  or  their  successors,  with  whom 
communication  has  been  bad  wht'iiover  ^uc■h  llrm  is  in  exi^iuuce.  Many 
editions  have  been  louud  wiiich  are  unknown  to  the  successors  of  the 
firnu«  tliat  publii^hed  tiiem.  In  other  cases  the  int'ormutiou  given  by 
some  publishers  has  beei\  found,  by  subsequent  verification,  to  be  in- 
correct.     The.-^e  are  a  few  oi  tiie  dilliculties  tiiat  have  been  met  with. 

The  author  desires  to  ackno\vledi;tr  tlie  as.sishince  he  has  derived 
from  a  valuable  little  vohuno  iiublished  for  private  circulation  by  the 
llaliburton  Cliil.,  Wiiidpor,  Xova  Scctia,  entitled  "  Haliburton,  A 
Centenary  L'iiaplet.''  In  it  will  be  found,  "  A  Sketch  of  the  Life  and 
Times  of  Judge  Ilalilairtoii,"  by  1{.  (.;.  llaliburton;  "Haliburton: 
The  Man  and  the  Writer,"  by  F.  Bhtke  t'roftou;  "llaliburton  as  a 
Humorist  and  Descriptive  Writer,"'  by  H.  1*.  Scott;  and  a  bibliugrapiiy, 
by  John  Parker  .\nder?on  of  the  Britisli  Museum.  The  bibliography 
is  the  most  full  and  complete  which  has  appeared  up  to  the  present  time, 
although  many  editions  b.ave  escaped  the  notice  of  the  bibliographer. 
It  is,  however,  quite  possible  that  one  cr  more  editions  may  yet  be  found 
which  are  not  includod  even  in  the  ii-t  now  given.  In  every  possible 
case  editions  have  been  verilied,  and  lull  particular?  given.  In  oliier 
cases,  when  any  particulars  ajc  omitted  it  denotes  thiit  it  has  ivA  bet-:) 
possible  to  verify  that  edition,  but  that  nevertheless  the  source  of  in- 
formation is  deemed  sullieieut  to  warrant  its  insertion  in  the  list.  As 
an  example  of  this,  publishers,  by  their  records,  can  very  often  vouch  for 
the  date  of  issue  of  a  work,  but  have  no  record  of  the  paging  other  than 
appro.ximate,  and  have  no  note  oi  liluslrntions. 

In  the  present  bibliography,  when  a  book  is  not  over  eight  inches 
in  height  it  is  described  as  "r.'mo,"  following  the  classification  of  the 
American  Library  Association.  In  cases  wliere  it  has  been  impossible 
to  verify  the  exact  size  of  editions,  tliey  are  described  as  "8vo"  or  "12mo" 
according  to  the  size  of  other  editions  by  the  same  publisher. 

Tlie  works  have  already  been  given  in  chronological  order:  they  are 
now  given  in  alphabetical  order  for  convenience  of  reference.  Notes, 
where  considered  useful  cr  importnTit,  fo'iov  th»  list  of  c(1ition=  r,f  -"(h 
work. 
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Each  edition  is  given  a  number  for  convenience  of  cross  reference 
in  the  bibliograpiiy  itself.  When  an  edition  (other  than  a  first  edition) 
i»  mentioned  by  number,  as,  for  example,  "2nd  ed.,"  it  means  that  the 
words  "  second  edition  "  apppar  on  the  title  page.  The  words  "An.  ed." 
merely  indicate  tlint  it  i*  niiothor  editic.

Several  reviewers  believed  that  lla) 'burton  really  was  an  attache 
of  the  American  Legation  in  London,  and  in  all  seriousness  discuss  the 
impossibility  of  a  man  of  Sam  Slick's  breeding— or  rather  want  of  it — 
being  able  to  hob-nob  with  the  disting'ti^ihed  personages,  and  visit  the 
exclusive  places,  that  the  so-cailcd  "Attache"  had  access  to.  The  work 
is  an  admirable  and  descriptive  skit  upon  the  English  society  of  that 

time. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  this  work  was  suggested  by  Charles 
Dickens'  "Amciican  Notes,"  which  appeared  a  year  before  the  first 
Fcries  of  "  The  Attach^."  Tlie  latter  was  possibly  intended  as  a  good- 
humoured  retaliation  upon  Dickens.

This  volume  hrings  out  the  author's  Tory  proclivities.  "  It  was  de- 
signed to  show  that  the  Canadians  in  their  struggle'  for  responsible  gov- 
ernment had  but  little  of  which  to  complain.  It  wa«  demagogues  who 
made  all  the  trouble,  and  thi't  their  grievances  were  imasinary.  founded 
more  upon  the  discontentment  of  th.eir  nature,  especially  their  French 
nature,  than  any  tangible  presentment  of  well  founded  political  griev- 
ances.

In  1835,  llaliburton  begun  to  publisli  in  The  Suvascotian  news- 
paper, (then  edited  by  Joseph  Howe,  liis  subsequent  life-long  friend)  a 
number  of  anonymous  sketches  of  colonial  life,  cliietly  illustrating  in- 
cidents and  anecdotes  that  he  tiiought  worthy  of  preservation.  These 
sketches  comprised  what  now  form  chapters  1  to  21  of  the  First  Series. 
.Xdopiiiij,'  tlie  name  of  "  Siuu  Slick  tlif  Clockmuker,*'  as  representative 
of  a  then  very  well-known  class,  ho  immediately  caught  the  public's 
attention,  and  his  articles  were  largely  copied  into  the  xXmerican  press. 
Shortly  before  the  articles  appeared  a  Yankee  pedlar  was  selling  clocks 
throughout  >;ova  Scotia  and  Cape  Hreton.  These  wore  warranted  for  a 
year,  and  many  promissory  notes  given  for  the  price.  The  notes  passed 
into  the  hands  of  third  persons,  who  brought  suit  upon  then.  As  the 
clocks  had  failed  to  go,  great  was  the  dismay  of  tlie  clock  ownere.  The 
first  case,  curiously  cnoiigli,  cume  up  before  Judge  llaliburton,  who  read 
the  Yankee  pedlar  a  homily  on  the  impropriety  of  ciicating  Bluenosea 
with  Yankee  clocks  that  would  not  keep  time. 

The  newspaper  articles  were  then  collected,  added  to,  and  published 
anonymously,  and  shortly  afterwards  r.^publislied  in  the  United  States. 
A  copy  being  brought  to  Mr.  ■Richard  Bontley,  the  London  publisher,  an 
English  edition  was  immediately  issued  without  the  knowledge  of,  and 
without  profit  to  the  autlior,— the  work  not  Imving  been  copyrighted. 
The  autlior  was  believed  to  he  an  Anx-rlcaii  gentleman  then  living  in 
London.  •  The  work  was  well  received.  These  volumes,  which  created 
"  Sam  Slick,"  and  founded  a  new  school  of  humour,  have  had  the 
phenomenal  record  of  nearly  51)  editions  notwithstanding  wiiich,  copies 
of  the  work— as  well  as  of  otbTS  of  Ilalibiirtoirs  writings— are  some- 
what diflicult  to  obtain. 

The  chapters  on  "  The  Dike  of  Kent's  Tiodge,"  "  r>ehind  the 
Scenes"  "  Too  Knowing  by  Half,"  and  "  Facing  a  Woman,"  appeared 
first  in  Bmllnj'/t  Miscellany. 

Sam  Slick's  sayings  are  widely  quoted,  and  are  used  in  Bartlctt'a 
Dictionary  of  Arrirricanisms  to  illustrate  colloquial  terms.
